BUENOS. AIRES 
IN TWO WEEKS 
FROM CHICAGO 


Fast Shipping by Way of Pan- 
ama and Chile Raliroad 
to Shorten Time. 


— — 


Ascending almost straight from the Pa- 
cific ocean to peaks lost in the clouds, and 
coasting from the snows down into the 
broad lands that reach on and on to the 
Atlantic! 
This, in a nutshell, ie the story of my 
trip over the great Transcontinental rail- 
road, which now ties the oceans together. 
It is already the chief South American 
trade route between the Atlantic and the 
Pacific, and now that our canal is com- 
4 pieted it will form the quickest way from 
cur country to the southeastern part of 
the hemisphere. It takes thirty days to 
go by steamer from New Tork to Buenos 
Aires, When this war is over and the 
fast shipping service to Chile has been 
inaugurated we shell go through the 
canal to Valparaiso in less than ten days 
and be in Buenos Aires well inside of 
two weeks. : 
Valparaiso to Buenos Aires, $65. 
At present the freight rates over the 
Andes are so high that the sending of 
Argentine freight to be shipped north- 
ward on the Pacific is out of the ques- 
tion. There lo no reason why they should 
not be reduced, and within a short time 
cargoes of fruit will be crossing the 
mountains on their way via the canal tc 
New York. The passenger rates are high 
at present. The fare from Valparaiso to 
Buenos Aires is about $65, and the dis- 
tance is not greater than from New 
York to Chicago. This might be cut 
down one-third or one-half, and the in- 
creased traffic would make the road pay. 
The time of passage can also be cut. 
The continuous trip now takes about 
thirty-eight hours. We make the journey 
from New York to Chicago in less than 
twenty hours, and even with the delay in 
cressing the mountains, all of which is 
included in 4 distance of perhaps 176 
miles, the journey from port to port may 
some day be made in thirty hours, or, 
with the fast trains of the future, within 
ore full day. 
My trip over the Andes began at han- 
tiago. I left there at about 6 o'clock in 
the evening and two hours later had 
passed out of the

New York, Jan. 2.—({Special.}--The 
Anti-Baloon League of New York is in- 
troducing in the legislature a new bill for 
requiring poison labels on alcoholic bev- 
erages, which is a modification of the one 
introduced a year ago. 

The new bill omite the provision for the 
skull and crossbones, which was the prin- 
cipal objection to the measure offered last 
year, on the ground that its use on alco- 
holic beverages would lessen its warning 
effect on quick acting poisons.

Wel, there is no obscurity about that 
problem. Those Germans who took but 
an instant to kill had taken the travail

The Civic Music association of this city has taken 
another step, or stride, forward, The. first consisted

But ‘the Association never intended to leave the 
people passive, Its idea from the start has been to 
arouse, stimulate, and develop musical activity 
among the people themselves. Even in artistic life 
there is such a thing as self-help and such a danger 
as pauperization. Hence the second step alluded to 
the ora nisation of neighborhood music clubs, 
indeed singing societies, little orchestras, and 
so on. Thesé organizations are to be encouraged and 
guided by the central body, but essentially they are 
to be autonomous. They will know their respective 
neighborhoods ; they will appeal to their own ele- 
mente, and they will bring out the powers and possi- 
bilities that aré now dormant. A chain of such local 
sbcieties Will in time lead to music on a municipal 
ban it that it a dream of the future. Sufficient 
¢ day are the modest efforts and successes 
wey 

In thie cotnéetion it may be pointed out that citic 
‘music extension is still in its infancy. What has 
been done is ‘splendid, but with more funds and 
greater general interest much more could be done. 
In New York, for instance, free concerts are given 
ve a good orchestra in the high and elementary 
school buildings for the benefit of the pupils and their 
families. and friends. Orkan recitals are given in 
some of the same school buildings. The audiences 
are large and enthusiastic. In Chicago the board 
of education. bas not yet been enlisted in the cause.

WAR TAX HELPS WIPE OUT 
DEFICIENCY IN CUSTOMS. 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 2.—The war 
revenue tax began to figure in marked 
fashion in government revenues. during 
December for the first time. Customs re- 
ceipts fell off during that month nearly 
$7,000,000 compared with December, 1913, 
but ordinary internal revenue increased 
for the same period nearly $5,000,000. 
How much of that came from the emer- 

‘gency tax is not shown in the treas- 
ury statement, but probably it was a 
large part. ' 

Total receipte for December amounted 
to $51,429,362, compared with $54,282,256 
in 1913. Ordinary disbureements amount- 
ed to $56,994,982. 

The net balance in the general fund at 
the beginning of 1914 was $66,770,676, and 
the total cash assets in the treasury were 
31.964, 818,668. :

mda O., Jan. ran temporary in- 
junction to restrain Leo Hoernachemeyer, 
known in baseball circles as Lee Magee, 
from managing any club or playing with | 
any club other than the St. Louis Na- 
tionals was asked in a suit filed today by 
the American Baseball and Athletic Ex- 
hibition company, operating the St. Louis 
National league club. 

The suit, which was filed in the Unites 
States District court here, asks that the 
injunction later be made permanent, on 
the ground that the St. Louis National 
league club holds a previous contract with 
Magee for the seagon of 1915. : 

' ' Claims Magee Is. Signed. 

It is alléged in the petition that Magee 
signed a contract on March 4, 1914, with 
the St. Louis Nationals for the seasons 
of 1914 and 1915; that he was paid $4,500 
straight salary, $1,500 additional for sign- 
ing these contracts, and $1,200 bonus 
when the team finished in third position in 
the championship race. 

The complaint further. states that on 
Nov. 11, 1914, Magee signed a contract 
with the Brooklyn Federal league club, 
thereby repudiating his contract with the 
St. Louis Nationals. 

Magee was served with notice of the 
suit and taken before Judge Hollister. 
The date for the hearing of the temporary 
injunction was then set for Jan. 9, at 10 
o'clock, .

Manager Miller Huggins of the Car- 
dinals, in speaking of the case, said: 

The action instituted by us today is 
similar in every particular to the Mar- 
gans case. We have a contract for 1915 
with Magee, made out on whet fe now 
known as the new 1914 blank. We sim- 
ply are trying to protect our interests, 
and will carry the case as far as possible. 
although we do not anticipate any dif- 
culty in proving our rights in the matter.“

MILE TO GET UP SPEED. 


Bob Burman is the world’s fastest mo- 
tor ‘driver, the “Speed Ring of them all, 
because he had confidence in himself to 
drive his great auto racer at top speed. 


At Ormond-Daytona Beach, Fia., April 


23, 1911, Burman traveled faster than 
any human being who ever lived. He 
drove the 300-horse-power German racer, 
the car with the most powerful motor 


ever built, at the rate of 141.87 miles an 


hour. His record for the mile is 25.40 
seconds. Burman traveled two miles in 
51.28 seconds and drove the kilometer in 
15.88 seconds. 

It was Burman’s one ambition to break 
Barney Oldfield’s speed record and te 


do it he had to throw the auto wide open. 


The great speed performance was not the 
work of a day. Many weeks were spent 
in preparation for the crowning achieve- 
ment of the speed king's career. 


Made Record on Birthday. 

The meteoric drive occurred on Bur- 
man’s twenty-seventh birthday, He be- 
lieves that fate had much to do with the 
weird flash through space faster than a 
man would travel, falling 1,000 feet 
through the air. That's why he had the 
nerve which he calls mere confidence in 
his own ability as a driver and the me- 
chanical combination of the German 
speed creation,

His 
manager talked to him and he seemed to 
be thinking of other things than the great 
record breaking performance. 


Timing Device Installed. 

The electric timing device was installed 
with wires across the course at every 
mile. Fred J. Wagner was the starter. 

The driver had constructed a special 
brace to hold his head against the wind. 
The vibration wore into his brain. He 
then made a wild looking face mask and 
jowered his seat until only his eyes ap- 

above the cowl, and he held his 
head forward and down to break the 
wind. 

The first mile was to get up speed. The 
second and third were timed. and it took 
almost two miles to stop the car. When 
he passed the finish there were hundreds 
of spectators cheering him. Burman saw 
nothing. Everything was a blur fromthe 
end of the first half mile. It was only 
drive and fly through space. 

Once he put out his hand to grasp the 
brake. The wind carried it back. Then 
he thought of what a brake would do at 
that speed. 

Finally he shut off and the wind heid the 
ear back like ten brakes.

Some mothers 
prefer the circular patterns as giving less 
bunchinese at the waist. More often the 
two gored petticoat is used. Finish the 
beams by pressing open and working with 
@ cat stitch or feather stitch. Join to 
a. muslin band cut on the length of the 
material wide enough to allow for seams 
and turned in edge on the wrong side. A 
strip from an inch and three-quarters to 
two inches is wide enough. Join by hold- 
ing the right side of the band to the right 
side of the petticoat. Sew a narrow seam 
along the upper edge. Turn up the band, 
crease hard, double the strip evenly, and 
hem down the lower edge on the wrong 
side to cover the stitching. Work button- 
holes through the band. Make placket 
down the center of the back breadth. 

If the bottom of the flannel petticoat is 
to be hemmed allow enough for a three 
inch hem, which.may be let down as the 
child grows. Baste and briar stitch in 
white or colored silk. The colors should 
be set first-in strong salt water. Where 
a scallop is embroidered it is well to allow 
for shrinkage by two or three hand run 
tucks & half inch deep, the first set about 
two inches from the scallop. They may 
be run or briar stitched in the same color 
as the scallop. Pad the scallop in chain 
etitch or work over a soft cotton cord. 

White petticoate may be made on the 
same model as the flannel but slightly 
fuller. Longcloth and cambric give good 
service, but soft finished nainsook is nice 
for the better petticodt. Make all the 
scams ‘of children's underwear French 
seams. Save on the best clothes use the 
machine. If a busy woman do not make 
any of the underwear entirely * hand, 
and few dresses.

O house approaches ‘harmony un- 
less pervaded by cleanliness and 
order, and one of the chief essen- 
tials in achieving this condition is 
to have plenty of closet room. If 

more architects were women the aver- 

lage dwelling place would be better 
equipped in this respect. 

An eastern woman has solved the closet 

problem in a most original and effective 

Way. The fooni she has designed so suc- 

cessfully is a combination bedroom and 

dressing room. The entire wall space is 
done in panels of coral pink, framed in 
by wooden moldings of white enamel. The 
unusual feature is that each panel opens, 
disclosing a shallow closet back of it. 

‘Could anything more commodious be 

imagined? The closets are no deeper than 

the. width of an ordinary millinery box. 

Those for clothes are furnished with 

twelve inch pegs, jutting toward you. 

The pegs accommodate from two to six 

dresses, hooked to them on shoulder 

hangers. 

Wide panels open to Aale tiers of 

drawers in which lingerie is laid out. 

Narrow panels hold hat boxes and others 

conceal a regular linen press. One whole 

compartment is reserved for shoes. 

Another has a shelf that pulls out and 

forms a dressing table, with side drawers 

for tollet articles. Many of the panels 
are lined with mirrors, and these, when 

open at certain angles, give the owner a 

fair sight of herself, front, back, and 

all the way around. 

The room itself was designed to contain 

no other furniture than a day bed and 


| several chairs, There are no pictures in 


it. but over the shelf formed by the pan- 
eled closets clear around the room is 
a white frieze stenciled in light olive 
green and an olive green velvet carpet 
| covers the floor completely. 

The same decorator has planned a 
similar room, in which the paneling is 
painted a dull red, with a frieze of bril- 
liant flowers and birds on a white ground. 
The paneling is broken only to allow the 
head of the bed, to touch the real wall, 
and again to permit of a fireplace.

They are then 
curtained from the inside with material 
to correspond with other draperies in 
the room. 

In the aecompanying illustration the 
white enamel wardrobes have their glass 
doors crossed with moldings of Italian 
Walnut to match the window panes, and 
all of the furniture in the room is of 
Italian walnut with the exception of the 
twin beds, which are of white enamel 
trimmed with little lines of brown and 
gold. Above the heads of the beds, from 
wardrobe to wardrobe, is stretched a 
length of chintz that is crossed and re- 
crossed by little wooden moldings. The 
chintz is repeated in the valance and side 
curtains at the cluster of small windows. 
The floor {s uncovered excepting for one 
oblong rug that lies under the beds show- 
ing at either side.

Ordinary. closets may be made most 
attractive by means of their fittings. 
Every ome knows that hanging clothes on 
clothes hooks simply ruins them. The 
closet should have a pole placed across 
its width, and the clothes should be hung 
2 this pole over shoulder hangers and 

skirt hangers. These little fittings are 
inexpensive, and more than pey for them- 
selves in the saving to wear and tear of 
clothing in a season, Very nice are the 
wire shoulder hangers, when they are 
padded, and covered with a shirring of 
silk or chintz, and scented with the own- 
er's favorite sachet. 

One closet that is a delusion and a snare 
is.the much vaunted cedar lined one. Do
